to  India  lo  continue  its  Inquiries  as  to  methods 
for  putting  home  rule  hito  effect  in  that  country. 
There  has  been  what  Is  caHad  an  "All-Parties 
Conference"  lust  held  in  India  which  has  made 
a  demand  for  Dominion  Status,  or  Dominion 
Home  Rnle.  a  demand  which  M  hardly  to  be  won- 
dered at  because  of  the  Montamie  report  and  the 
fact  that  Britain  now  has  a  commission  at 
work  to  Implement  that  report.  Tha  British 
Government  has  encouraged  the  Indian  peop!  - 
to  expect  a  measure  of  home  rule.  There  Is  lo 
be  an  experiment  In  thla  dlraetlon.  bttt  the  na- 
tive of  the  experiment  U  What  la  causinc  a  good 
deal  of  heart  burning. 

Those  who  maintain  that  India  should  have 
a  Government  constituted  like  one  of  the  Over- 
seas Dominions  do  so  because  in  theory  they 
support  the  Wllsonlan  Doctrtetf  of  ^!f-dal«linln- 
atlon.  The  probabUity  U  that  they  rechon  with- 
out the  conditions  which  prevail  In  India.  A 
federation  of  provinces  there  for  political  ^nir- 
poaea  would  be  wholly  unlikely  to  work  out  a.s 
Confed'^ratlon  has  In  this  Dominion.
